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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed on 10/04/05 has been considered to be persuasive 
for the reason that Chun, 6,643,218, does not discloses the generating of a precharge 
signal based on an active signal. Therefore, the final office action of 8/1/05 has been 
withdrawn. However, in view of the newly discovered reference of Fujioka et al., 
6,246,620, a new non-final office action has been set forth as below: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 3-4, 6 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Watanabe, 5,463,590. 

Watanabe, 5,463,590, discloses in Fig. 2 a DRAM device comprising: 
memory cell array bank 34; 

command buffer circuit comprising: ACT command DET circuit 1 receiving active 
signals TJ^RAS, CAS, WE and CMLAT and a clock signal CLK; gate 4; BANK I ADD 
LATCH 32; circuit 26; AND gate 40 in combination providing the output control signal to 
the precharge control section 9 (see lines (54-57, column 9) and the output of the 
precharge control section 9 is applied to OR gate 24 which outputs a precharge signal 
for precharging the bit lines of memory cell array bank 34 (see lines 25-28, column 8; 
lines 1-7, column 14; and Fig. 15). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 5, 7-8 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The memory device having the features as recited in claims 2, 5, 7-8 and 1 1 has 
not been found in the prior art.
